There is a land of differences just 


At Griset Home across the Pacific--the bath is not 


a place in which to wash: the women 
can have a grand time at a tea 
without talking; streetcars are swept 
by sprinkling down the dirt; you 
give up your ticket after getting off 
the street car; the way to avoid ac- 
cidents is to think quickly ana act 
the opposite, for all traffic turns 
left; and hot tea is never drunk. 

In this land of differences a Y. W. 
C. A. enthusiast started work all 
“deaf and dumb”’. She first appeared 
publicly as director of 2 cooking 
class. The kitchen was sparingly 
equipped. The instructions were writ- 
ten in Japanese and the teacher had 
an interpreter who informed her of 
the foreign woman’s reactions to the 
instructions. 

What was new to the American 
was also new to the Japanese, for 
this was the first attempt for both. 
At first there was a great deal of 
difficulty getting the food to the 
right consistency, but after several 
days the remark was made that 
“now the Japanese ladies are very 
happy doing the foreign thing.” 

Home making classes was the out- 
growth of one of the cooking classes, 
This was composed of a group of 
leisure girls who had finished school 
and were just waiting for the time 
when their parents make - satisfac- 
tory arrangements for their mar- 
riage. They are studying home mak- 
ing as a vocation, with some time 
spent on the care and feeding of 
children, the family budget, the use 
of leisure, and home relations. 

Although Japan is so very dif- 
ferent from America, it is also alike 
in many respects. It is true the 
Japanese have hard and fast cus- 
toms, but in their Y. W. C. A. they 
face the same problems as we do— 
discussion and thinking of self-gov- 
erning clubs, summer conferences 
and camps, and national conventions 
and staff meetings. Is really the little 
differences that count?
